Because we have lost five of our working force to Uncle Sam and three more to defense plants we are 
therefore asking that you send in your order early so that when time comes for field work we 
may use our remaining force for this work. Our force this season consists of men over fifty and 
boys under draft age. 

Our sales have been heavier than usual this season and hence stocks are lower. 

We therefore advise early orders. 

This will likely be our last Gladiolus list this season and our next list of about May Ist will contain Tulips and Lilies.
